being likewiſe a lire ſtagger'd at the unſcaſonabicneſs of the 
Time of Night when they were brought to'hum to be chus clo- 

{:d up, made bold ro ſatisfie his Curioficy by ſearching what 
I;y concealed under the Cotton; and finding them to be a 
large quantity of Letters, apprehended both the {aid Servants 
of the faid Lady, who were that Night commurted tro the 
Gate-howfe.; ( where the elder Servant now lies cloſe Priſoner, ) 
and the Letters. he conveved to the Right Honourable the Earl. 
of Shrewsbary Ptincipal Secretary of State, The Lady upon In- 


quiry after her is taken into Cuſtody. 
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
